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THE   EFFECT   OF   DIRTY   YARDS    ON   THE  HEALTH 
AND  MORALS  OF  A  COMMUNITY. 

(By  Helena  Haderlie — Lewistown.) 

If  we  only  realized  that  a  great  many  of  the  diseases  of  the 
vicinity  are  caused  by  the  germs  which  live  in  the  slop  piles 
and  cess-pools  of  our  own  back  yards,  we  would  be  more  care- 
ful. Some  of  the  yards  of  Lewistown  are  so  dirty  that  they 
are  a  disgrace  to  their  owners  and  the  town  also.  If  some  of 
the  people  who  have  so  much  time  to  go  visiting  and  shopping 
would  spend  part  of  their  time  cleaning  their  yards,  they 
would  soon  realize  the  difference  both  in  looks  and  in  the  pur- 
ity  of    the  air. 

In  our  town  there  are  splendid  streams  of  pure  water  into 
which  people  have  thrown  all  kinds  of  trash  and  offal  and  then 
use  water  from  an  old  rusty  pump  which  is  only  the  seepage 
of  dirty  yards  and  barns.  Yet  we  wonder  how  the  typhoid 
fever  started  and  we  get  the  health  officers  to  examine  the 
shipped  ice  and  see  if  the  germs  are  not  in  it.  Yet  how  many 
of  us  look  at  our  own  yards  full  of  old  manure  piles,  old  cans, 
dirty  cess-pools  and  all  kinds  of  filth  which  can  breed  disease. 
Oh,  no !  We  never  think  of  this.  The  people  of  this  town 
could  not  be  so  dirty  as  to  get  a  disease  started  from  filth.  It 
must  come  from  the  outside  world. 

"If  we  could  see  ourselves   as  others   see  us 
It  would  from  many  a  blunder  free  us." 

So  runs  the  old  and  very  true  saying.  If  the  people  of 
Lewistown  could  see  and  realize  the  condition  of  the  yards  and 
streets,  they  would  know  what  the  strangers  and  outsiders 
think. 

In  the  yard  next  to  ours  the  cess-pool  is  dirty  and  perhaps 
reeking  with  germs,  and  the  outhouses  are  not  ventilated  or 
disinfected  and  have  stood  in  the  same  place  for  years.  Dish- 
water and  slops  of  all  kinds  are  thrown  just  outside  the  door 
into  the  yard  and  yet  we  expect  to  be  free  from  disease.  Such 
is  the  selfishness  and  lack  of  consideration  some  people  have 
for  others,  when  they  allow  such  things  to  make  life  miser- 
able for  their  neighbors. 

Out  in  the  country  if  you  are  not  iclean  and  neat  about  your 
premises,  none  are  affected  but  yourself  and  family.  But  in 
the  city  one  has  to  think  of  the  public  at  large  and  be  more 
cleanly.    If  we  are  dirty  and  filthy  we  cannot  expect  to  have 
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the  love  and  respect  of  our  fellow  men.  Dirt  and  filth  is 
against  all  the  laws  of  nature  and  nature  rebels.  Cleanliness 
is  next  to  Godliness  and  if  we  live  up  to  this  we  will  find  that 
people  will  respect  us  and  look  upon  us  as  model  citizens. 

In  the  Western  cities  one  finds  less  filth  and  disease,  al- 
though there  is  more  than  there  should  be,  but  in  the  great 
eastern  cities  among  the  tenement  houses,  there  are  yards  not 
fit  for  a  rspectable  pig.  Yet  it  is  the  habitation  of  human 
beings  who  should  be  higher  minded  and  above  living  like  this. 
No  animal  on  earth  is  as  dirty  as  a  dirty  human  being.  God 
put  plenty  of  good  clean  water  on  this  earth  and  it  does  not 
cost  very  much  to  be  clean,  even  if  we  are  poor. 

The  health  laws  which  compel  people  to  keep  their  premises 
clean  should  be  strictly  enforced.  Also  the  alleys  back  of 
Main  Street  should  be  kept  cleaner  than  they  are,  as  it  is  there 
that  the  meat  and  groceries  enter  the  shops  from  which  they 
are  sold  to  the  public.  Also  meat  and  milk  will  take  up  germs 
more  quickly  than  anything  else  in  the  way  of  food. 

'Main  Street  of  Lewistown  is  about  the  dirtiest  street  in  the 
business  part  of  any  city  I  ever  saw.  There  is  paper,  peelings 
of  fruit,  old  cans,  manure  and  refuse  of  all  kinds  which  should 
not  even  be  in  the  alleys  and  sewers,  let  alone  Main  Street. 

There  should  be  garbage  cans  on  Main  Street  into  which 
all  peelings  and  rubbish  could  be  thrown.  If  the  streets  and 
sidewalks  are  clean  and  no  rubbish  in  the  streets,  strangers 
from  other  cities  will  not  see  it  and  remark  on  the  fine  sani- 
tary conditions.  It  will  bring  a  good  moral  class  of  people  to 
the  town. 

We  will  also  find  that  property  is  more '  valuable  in  a  city 
where  things  are  kept  in  a  sanitary  condition.  It  is  a  bad 
recommendation  to  a  city  to  have  streets  and  yards .  littered 
with  paper  and  refuse,  the  alleys  full  of  mud  and  filth.  It 
shows  a  lack  of  pride  and  public  spirit. 

The  business  men  of  Lewistown  should  have  more  pride  in 
their  city  and  see  that  there  is  a  little  more  cleaning  done  in 
the  streets  and  alleys.  There  are  vacant  lots  covered  with 
old  rubbish  of  all  kinds,  old  broken  down  sheds  and  dirty, 
weedy  yards  which  if  cleaned  up  would  look  much  better  and 
show  that  the  people  were  public   spirited  citizens. 

The  other  night  one  of  the  business  men  of  Lewistown  told 
me  I  wasn't  giving  the  town  a  fair  deal ;  that  they  tried  to 
keep  it  clean  all  they  could.    The  next  morning  early  I  hap- 
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pened  to  be  out  walking  with  my  mother  and  on  Sixth  Avenue 
alone  I  saw  enough  dirt  to  pollute  the  Missouri  River,  pieces  of 
wood,  paper  and  rubbish  of  all  kinds,  and  behind  the  best 
hotel  in  town  there  was  dirt  enough  to  cause  most  any  kind 
of  pestilence. 

I  know  women  who  clean  from  early  till  late  and  still  won- 
der where  the  dirt  comes  from.  They  thiow  the  scrub  water 
out  by  the  back  steps  and  make  big  puddles  of  dirty  mud 
which  is  afterwards  tracked  into  the  house  again.  - 

When  the  people  of  Lewis  town  will  open  their  eyes  to  the 
filth  and  disorder  in  many  parts  of  the  town,  and  take  steps 
to  have  it  done  away  with,  our  city  will  appear  to  a  better 
advantage,  and  property  will  be  worth  more.  I  hope  this  will 
be  in  the  near  future,  for  now  it  is  hard  to  get  a  clean  and 
decent  looking  place  for  rent  in  many  parts  of  the  town. 

Another  thing  you  will  notice  if  you  koep  your  eyes  open 
is  the  effect  that  dirty  and  filthy  surroundings  have  on  people 
morally.  'Dirt  not  only  poisons  the  body,  but  also  the  mind. 
It  makes  criminals  of  boys  and  girls  who  might  have  made 
noble  men  and  women,  if  raised  in  different  surroundings. 
Mothers  and  fathers  should  think  of  this.  Children  should  be 
brought  up  clean  and  in  neat  surroundings  even  if  the  parents 
are  poor.  Cleanliness  brings  health  and  comfort  and  when  we 
find  it  we  will  also  find  happiness  and  morality.  Books  and 
sensational  papers  poison  the  mind  no  more  than  evil  compan- 
ions and  dirty  surroundings.  You  will  find  that  everything 
is  much  better  if  kept  clean,  even  plants  and  animals.  Nature 
does  not  like  dirt. 

Let  us  try  and  do  away  with  dirt  and  filth  so  degrading 
to  the  human  race,  and  make  a  better  world  of  this  one.  We 
can  do  it  if  we  practice  cleanliness  and  set  the  example  to 
others.  Hoping  that  this  will  help  make  the  people  of  Lewis- 
town  open  their  eyes  to  their  surroundings  and  clean  up  the 
vacant  lots,  alleys  and  barns  and  so  do  away  with  flies  and 
contagious  diseases,  I  leave  the  subject  with  them. 


The  different  health  officers,  in  scoring-  places,  seem  to  look 
at  the  matter  from  different  standpoints,  for  instance ;  three 
health  officers  scored  the  same  place,  each  gave  this  place  a 
decidedly  different  rating.  It  would  therefore,  be  unfair  to 
the  places  scored  by  these .  three  different  men,  to  publish  the 
rating  as  given  by  them. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  employed  a  Special  Inspector 
and  the  grades  published  will  be  those  given  by  this  Inspector, 
in  order  that  the  places  in  different  localities  may  have  a  uni- 
form standing*.
